At 
the. bottom was the neo-Nazi 
slogan, “Was Mich Nicht. Um-

The meeting began with the 
singing of the Nazi anthem, 
Horst Wessel Lied, followed 
by a series of strident speech- 
■ es. One highlight of the eve- 
ning was a telephone report 
from Revilo Oliver, a notori- 
ous anti-Semite, who couldn’t 
be present in person.

the National Youth leaders 
tried to cut loose from Carto.. 
He refused to be severed. 
First, he demanded that they 
turn over to him all the or- I 
ganization’s assets. He claimed 
that NYA is. a branch of ! 
Action Associates, <m.e of the 
many front groups he con- ' 
trolled. ' ,> 

On March 5, Washington po- j 
lice received a report from | 
John Acord, the NYA chair- j 
man, that Carto had broken | 
into NYA , headquarters and j 
taken a tile cabinet. Acord did i 
not, howeyer, press charges. ! 

Not long afterward, the post i 
office received notification ; 
from Carto that the National 
Youth Alliance had changed 
its mailing address to his own 
headquarters at liber^jr Lob- 
by. Acord hurried down to the 
post office with .affidavits from 
NYA officers declaring “that 
neitiier W. A. Carto nor any 
other officer or member of 
any organization has an au- 
thority or right, legal or other- 
wise, . which would, permit 
; them to interfere with the ac- 
tivities of the National Youth 
Alliance including, but not re- ; 
stricted to, the interruption or 
direction of mail.” “ 

THIS EPISODE was. fol- 
lowed by brief legal maneu- 
vering. 'The NYA leaders, how- 
ever, couldn’t raise the funds 
to continue the fight. They re- 
signed en masse after sending 
, a letter to local NYA leaders, ; 
dated March ’ 24, explaining 
their action. V'. 

The letter didn’t mention the 
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neo-Nazi nature of the take- 
over. It merely identified the 
riv^ group as “older 
people.” 

“This group of. older people, 
who have been providing 
much of the financial contri- 
butions to the l^A,” e^lain- | 
ed the letter, “suddenly de- 
clared NYA to be a commit- 
tee of Action Associates Incjj 
a connection of which we had 
never heard. 

“When we refused to accept 
this control, our bank account 
was’’ frozen and our mail 
stopped. Legally and morally, | 
we were in an unassailable 
position. Practically, how- 
ever, we found ourselves up 
the proverbial creek, finan- 
cially , . 

“It should be emphasized 
tiiat this was not a Split witii- 
in the NYA. Of our 17 regional 
•and national officers, only two 
backed the older ^up. We 
would prefer to stand and ^ 

fight. However, we believe our | 

leadership realizes what a : 
group of people with a great i 
deal of money can do to tie i 
up an organization in terms of I 
legal maneuvering. , 

“We of the national office I 
had therefore determined that | 
our only course is to capitu- ' | 
late to superior force.” |
